A second man, 
Mohammed Abdullatif As-Salahj, 
a Palestinian, attempted to com- 
mit suicide, 

The driver of the assassination 
car escaped, ! 

The Syrian Nationalist party 
was outlawed in Lebanon after it 
attempted to overthrow the Gov- 
ernment by force. 

Solh incurred the party’s en- 
mity when its leader, Anton 
Saadeh, was executed in 1949 for 
revolutionary. activities in Leba- 
non. In March 1950 a young party 
zealot had fired at Solh, then 
Premier, in Beirut. The would-be 
assassin missed his target, killed 
two bystanders and wounded 
three others. 

One of the aims of the Nation- 
alist party has been a “greater 
Syria,’ embracing Syria, Leba- 
non, Iraq, Jordan Arab Pal- 
estine, a scheme Solh opposed. 


Leader of Independence Moves. 

Solh, 57 years old, was a vet- 
eran of Middle Eastern politics, 
He was g leader of the Arab in- 
dependence movement before 
several Morlem countries, now 
independent, had attained sov- 
ereignty. 

He was elected a deputy to the 
Lebanese Parliament in 1943 and 
beeame Premier for the first time 


five times, resigning last year 
before the general elections in 
Lebanon. His position was un- 
usual, in that he was a Moslem 
in the only Arab country with a 
small Christian majority. 

Before World War I the Otto- 
man Turks, who then governed 
most of the Arab world, con- 
demned Solh to death, but his 
sentence was commuted to per- 
manent «xile.

The chief engineer, asked if 
he would superintend the pro- 
gram, said he had received ‘“con- 
fidential information that 1 am 
to be removed as chief engineer.” 

He said he could not reveal 
the source of the information, but 
said he considered it “very re- 
liable.” 

Brown said he could not an- 
swer a question whether he had 
discussed the matter with Gov. 
Smith. The Governor is in Wash- 
ington, seeking federal funds for 
flood relief in Missouri. 

It was learned, however, that 
members of the Highway Com- 
mission in recent meetings have 
discussed possible successors to 
Brown, including men within and 
outside the highway department, 
in the event a change was made. 
Members denied any plan to oust 
Brown, but said there had been 
discussion of offering him an ap- 
pointment as a consultant, or ad- 
visory engineer, based on reports 
Brown might resign. 

Report of Year Aso. 

It was reported about a year 
ago that a move would be made 
to oust Brown, headed by Harris 
D. Rodgers of Benton, chairman 
of the commission, but it did not 
develop sufficient strength. Rodg-

Representative W. D. Cruce of 
Eldorado Springs, House Repub-

J. C. Harlin (Rep.) of Gainesville. 
Dr. Edward L. Clark of Rolla, 
state geologist,.is an ex-officio 
member. 


These reports rose again last 
January, when the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed the existence of friction 
bétween the office of the chief 
engineer and John J. Acuff of 
Springfield, secretary of the com- 
mission and close friend of 
Rodgers.

Approximateiy 400 residents of 
the West Alton area on Missouri 
Point, warned by the Red Cross 
yesterday to evacuate, stood by 
their homes today in the hope 
that a last-ditch fight to save the 
threatened sector from inunda- 
tion by the Missouri river might 
succeed. 

Levee workers abandoned the 
Hunn and Bradshaw levees west 
of Highway 99 following advice 
from the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers that the water-soaked em- 
bankments could not hold. The 
river began topping the levees 
yesterday and is flooding 1000 
additional acres of farmland.

Scott Air Force Dase volunteers 
who had been fighting a losing 
battle against floods at West Alton 
for two weeks were transferred 
downriver to Chouteau island, on 
the Illinois side opposite Chain of 
Rocks Bridge. There are about 
50 houses on the island, which is 
threatened by an overflow. 

Coast Guard Boats. 

Coast Guard boats stood by to 
help evacuate residents in case 
of need and the Red Cross had 
an amphibious truck at West Al- 
ton to ferry refugees to the Lewis 
‘Bridge over the Missouri, from 
which point they will be taken to 
Red Cross emergency shelters at 
St. Charles. 

The Missouri at St. Charles to- 
day had dropped .1 of a foot to a 
level of 35.8 but Weather Bureau 
experts thought it would reach-a 
crest of 38 Saturday. That would 
be the highest level since 1844. 

At St. Louis, the . Mississippi 
reached 38.4 feet in its climb to- 
ward an expected crest of 40 Sat- 
urday. The river here has caused 
shutting down of railway yards in 
North St. Louis, forced the clos- 
ing of some grain elevators, and 
curtailed operations in industrial 
plants along the riverfront. 

Employes Called Back. 

The Lever Bros. Co. at 1114 
South Third street is shut down 
for a vacation period, but some of 
its 175 employes have been called 
back to help place sandbags. 

Lange Brothers, a_ fertilizer 
manufacturing concern at 1 An- 
gelica street, is entirely shut down 
and is using all of its labor crew 
to sandbag and pump out its 
premises. The Thompson-Hay- 
ward Chemical Co., 5 Carr street, 
has curtailed operations and is 
moving goods to higher floors. 

George Rosénkoetter, United 
States Department of Agriculture 
official in St..Louis county, esti-

Missouri, Mississippi and Mera- 
mec rivers had flveoded 30,000 
acre$S in the county and caused 
crop losses of $2,500,000. 
Commercial Losses. 

Morton Meyer, president of the 
St. Louis Flood Control Associa- 
tion, said that if the Mississippi 
reached 40 feet at St. Louis, as 
predicted, commercial losses on 
the waterfront would exceed $2,- 
000,000. In the 1947 flood, when 
the river went to 40.3 feet, the 
loss was estimated at $9,000,000 in 
St. Louis and $3,000,000 in the 
county. 

In North St. Louis the river 
was standing over railway tracks, 
badly crippling freight yards 
there. The Burlington has evacu- 
ated its yards and has rerouted 
traffic to East St. Louis. The 
Missouri - Kansas - Texas’s Baden 
yard has been abandoned, and the 
Madison and Bremen avenue 
yards of the Terminal Railroad 
Association have been closed. 

Floods caused the cancellation 
yesterday of 17 passénger trains 
ordinarily scheduled to and from 
St. Louis. These included the 
train to Memphis, and 
also involved some westbound 
lines of the Burlington, Wabash, 
Missouri - Pacific and Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas. Missouri-Pacific 
trains to Kansas City have re- 
mained in operation. 

There is a general embargo on 
freight cargo going either to or 
through the stricken Kansas City 
area.

When a drive-in waitress am- 
bled out to the automobile of 
Louis J. Harwood, to take his or- 
der, she took one look at two leg- 
horn chickens in the car and 
fled. Seemingly the chickens 
were surveying her solemnly 
through pince nez spectacles. 

To Harwood, of Farmingdale, 
N. J., such incidents are just part 
of' his business, which is selling 
“eyeglasses” to be worn by chick- 
ens. 

From an idea developed for 
use on his own chicken ranch, 
the patented, plastic “Spectroms” 
have grown to a full-time, ex- 
panding industry. Pince nez for 
poultry are the biggest boon to 
the chicken industry since the in- 
vention of the egg, insists Har- 
wood. 

“Cannibalism” Eliminated. 


The  spectacie-type gadgets 
block a chicken’s forward view, 
thereby eliminating ‘“cannibal- 
ism,” one of poultry men’s big- 
gest headaches. Chickens are giv- 
en to pecking other chickens# 
When blood is drawn, all hens 
in the area drop whatever they’re 
doing and kill the wounded hen. 
This is not only hard on the 
chicken, but on the owner, as 
losses can, and do, run heavily. 

Louis Harwood, and his brother, 
Milton, tried various methods of 
halting pecking. 

It was Milton Harwood who 
came up with the idea for plastic 
glasses, undeterred by the fact 
that chickens have no ears. 
Everybody, including Louis Har- 
wood, said it wouldn’t work. But 
a few hundred thousand sales 
later, 36-year-old Louis admits

The plastic glasses clamp on 
the chicken’s “nose,” and once on 
are worn for life.

“The Craig Club, of which 

you perhaps have heard, has a 

program that the Majors and 

Minors would be wise to follow 

or sponsor.

We have a baseball training 

league that consists of boys 

from eight to 14 years of age. 

Each team has a manager and 

coach who train these boys two 

days a week. On Saturday they 
play their league games at Fair- 
grounds and Beaumont High 

School grounds. 

“We insist on the boys learn- 
fing about the fundamentals of 
the game, sportsmanship and 
respect for umpires and mana- 
gers, stressing that rather than 
winning games. If we had more 
men to ce us we could have 
many more teams and there- 
fore help more boys. At present 
we have eight training teams in 
the Craig Club League and have 
boys coming to us every day, 
asking for a chance to play. 
Each team has 15 players who 
must play every Saturday. 

“As the boys grow out of the 
training league age, we advance 
them to our other divisions, 
which are Bantams, Parochials, 
Juveniles, Juniors and Seniors. 
We have 15 baseball teams in 
all, but the irony of it all is 
that we equip these boys and 
then the minor league baseball 
men come along and grab such 
boys as Bullock, Vitale and Sa- 
chett. They also are trailing 
others who are in our organiza- 
tion, but they do not even say 
thanks. I think the least they 
could do would be to reimburse 
us for the equipment with which 
we trained these boys. 

. “Another reason there aren’t 
more boys using the park dia- 
monds is that baseball equip- 
ment today is practically be- 
yond the pocketbook: reach of 
most boys. The prices of a good 
glove and bats and balls are up 
so high that most kids can’t af- 
ford. these things. 
the major leagues decided to

A Difficult Problem, 

Job for New Commissioner. 
ERHAPS the Cardinals and

Hero in Erskiné 


NEW YORK, July 17 (UP) — 
Little Carl Erskine quit his job 
as the handy man of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers’ pitching staff today 
‘and stepped into the role of a/| 
| starter. 

The 24-year-old, 155-pound 
right-hander did it by answering 
Manager Charley Dressen’s plea 
for “a pitcher who wants to pitch” 
and hurling a brilliant 11-to-2 
victory over the Cincinnati Reds 
yesterday. Erskine faced only 29 
Reds and carried a perfect game 
into the eighth inning. 

Ted Kluszewski spoiled Er- 
skine’s bid for the first perfect 
game in National League history 
and the first in the majors since 
1923, when he dribbled a grounder 
through the box into center field 
in the eighth inning. Until then 
Erskine had faced only 21 men— 
not one of whom reached base 
by a hit, walk or error. 

It was one of the most satisfy- 
ing wins of the year for Dressen 
—who was complaining of what 
he called “alleged sore armed 
pitchers” Don Newcombe, Erv 
Palica and Ralph Branca. All 
three had been complaining of 
sore arms causing Dressen to 
charge that'they were shirking. 

So yesterday Dressen looked 
around the clubhouse for a start- 
ing pitcher and settled-on Erskine 
—who had posted an 8-8 record 
and had been used mostly in re- 
lief. Erskine had been knocked 
out of the box by the Cubs only 
two days before but he said he 
was willing to try and Dressen 
gave him the ball. 

Dressen, still applying the 
needle to his ailing pitchers, said 
after the game that Erskine prob- 
ably would start “in turn for a 
while.”. 

Erskine’s Victory was doubly 
satisfying to Dressen because it 
represented a triumph in patience 
for the Brooklyn manager. 

Charley had appointed Erskine 
his No. 4 starter at the beginning 
of the season but the native of 
Anderson, Ind., lost four of his 
first five decisions and the 
“wolves” went after him hard.

HREWD political observers—including, privately, some of ‘the 

most astute Republicans on Capitol Hill—are becoming increas- 

ingly convinced on two points. First, Harry S. Truman will run 
again. Second, Harry S. Truman, despite his current low standing 
in all the polls, will be a hard man to beat. 


One reason for believing thet 
-Truman, if he runs, will be no 
easy mark, is the simple contrast 
between the electoral situation in 
1948, and the situation which 
seems likely to prevail in 1952. 
In 1948, after all, Truman won 
despite the fact that he lost four 
states—South Carolina, Alabama, 
Louisiana, and Mississippi—to the 
Dixiecrats. This accounted for the 
loss of 38 electoral ballots. 


There have been renewed mut- 
terings of Southern revolt, es- 
pecially since Senator Harry 
Byrd’s rebellious speech in At- 
lanta. But it seems wholly im- 
probable, as of today, that a new 
Southern party will be organized. 
The fact is that the Dixiecrats 
eaptured four states in 1948 only 
because they tightly controlled 
those states’ political machinery 
and organization. And what has 
been generally overlooked is the 
fact that the Dixiecrat organiza- 
tion has, since 1948, been vir- 
tually destroyed. 

Near-Mortal Blow. 

In South Carolina, the Dixie- 
crats took a near-mortal blow 
when J. Strom Thurmond, Dixie- 
crat presidential candidate, was 
resoundingly defeated last year 
for the Senatorial nomination. 
Gov. James Byrnes is no lover 
of Truman, but he is a regular 
to his fingertips, and far from 
likely to bolt his party. 


In Alabama, the Dixiecrats in 
1948 were strong enough to rule 
Truman’s name right off the bal- 
lot. But the whole Dixiecrat or- 
ganization has now been ground 


two anti-Dixiecrat Senators, Lis- 
ter Hill and John Sparkman. 

In Louisiana, national Dixiecrat 
Leader Leander Perez, who sup- 
plied much of the tactical direc- 
tion and financial sinews of the 
1948 movement, led the fight 
last year to unseat anti-Dixiecrat 
Senator Russell Long. Perez was 
just about finished politically 
when Long romped through with 
every Louisiana parish save one 
—a greater triumph than his fa- 
ther Huey Long ever enjoyed. 


Louisiana Organization. 

The Louisiana state organiza- 
tion is now firmly in the hands 
of Long and anti-Dixiecrat Mayor 
DeLesseps Morrison of New Or- 
leans. Even in Mississippi, the 
Dixiecrats hold has been slipping 
fast. In view of the above, it is 
difficult to see how the rebellious 
Southern mutterings can take any 
form more decisive than a futile 
convention walkout. This is so 
especially since the Truman Ad- 
ministration has no _ intention 
whatsoever of seriously pushing 
the hated civil rights proposals 
before the Democratic convention. 

On the face of it, therefore, 
this seems to add up to a thirty- 
eight-ballot plus for Truman. 
Add the fact that Truman almost 
certainly owed the loss in 1948 
of the forty-seven New York 
State ballots to the existence of 
the Communist-organized Pro- 
gressive party. Henry Wallace 
has long since retired to his 
chicken farm, and the Commu- 
nists are now no more capable 
of organizing even the thin shad-

Gen. Alphonse Juin, resident 
general of French Morocco, who 
is boss of the big Allied army 
forces assigned to the command, 
flew from North Africa for the 
meeting. ; 
The conference was expecte 
to result in an early announce- 
ment that Juin soon would relin- 
quish his African duties to take 


hower. 

Aides Announced in March. 
Eisenhower announced the 
make-up of the command in 
March, But since then Gen. Au- 
gustin Guillame, commander of 
French forces in Germany, has 
deputized for Juin. 

Juin has had his hands full in 
French Morocco where unrest 
flared into some violence last win- 
ter. 

Opinion in Allied military cir- 
cles here has been increasingly in 
favor of his relinquishing the job 
and. taking over the Eisenhower 
appointment as soon as possible. 
The view is held that Juin can- 
not continue to ride two horses— 
both of them requiring his full 
attention—at once. 

By the end of 1951, Juin is ex- 
pected to have six American, four 
and possibly five British, three 
Italian’ and 10 French divisions 
at his disposal. 

With many of these units sta- 
tioned in Western Germany, where 
they are almost rubbing shoulders 
with the troops of Russia, the 
command is rated as the most 
important in Ejisenhower’s de- 


N the background of the State Department’s re-examination of 
500 members of its staff from top to bottom, including the 
suspension of several career diplomats pending security hear- 
ings, was the mysterious disappearance of the two British diplomats. 


This scrutiny is no reflection 
on any particular person, and 
‘many of those suspended merely 
face technical. charges. It is sig- 
nificant, furthermore, that the 
FBI lady informer, for many 
years a member of the Commu- 
nist party, recently testified that 
she knew of no Communists in 
the State Department, though her 
job was to list the membership 
of all Washington Communists.

Widespread Man Hunt. 


The most widespread and 
thorough manhunt in history has 
now been conducted for Donald 
MacLean and Guy Burgess. Al-

ITALY’S PRESIDENT 
TRIES TO BROADEN 
ANTI-RED CABINET 


ROME, July 17 (AP)—President 
Luigi Einaudi began political talks 
today to try to broaden Italy’s 
anti-Communist government. His 
first consultation was with Sen- 
ate President Enrico de Nicola. 


Premier Alcide de Gasperi, who 
quit with his cabinet last night 
to make the maneuver possible, 
probably will be named to head a 
reshuffled government. 


The resigned cabinet included 
only members of De Gasperi’s 
Christian Democrat party and two 
Republicans. He had- been trying 
to coax leaders of the Liberal and 
anti-Communist Socialist parties 
to join his government. 


The resigned cabinet was the 
sixth headed by De Gasperi since 
the ousting of Communists and 
left-wing Socialists in 1947.

Yet the floods in the Missouri and its tribu- 
tary, the Kansas, which are now devastating 
the Kansas City area and Eastern Kansas, are 
the worst in history. The only exception in 
actual flood height is the flood of 1844, which 
struck when Kansas City, Mo., was only a 
village of 700 population. 

There is no exception at all in the amount 
of damage done—it is not only the Missouri 
Valley's costliest flood, but the nation’s also. 
Flood stages at Kansas City, Mo., went as high 
as in the record flood since 1844—~that of 1903 
~—though the Army Engineers had had 48 years 
meanwhile to effect some improvement in flood 
control. 

Is this a performance which the people of 
Missouri and Kansas are willing to accept, and 
keep on accepting? Or does it represent failure 
on a monumental scale, failure so complete and 
so inexcusable that drastic changes are called 
for?

The evasion of responsibility 
for failure that we ere witnessing now is noth- 
ing compared with the failures, and the eva- 
sions of responsibility for them, that we shall 
see as long as the Pick-Sloan makeshift is 
allowed to substitute for a Missouri Valley 
Authority.

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Truman Forgets His Senate Days 

After a prolonged delay President Truman 
has sent to the Senate three nominations for 
vacant federal judgeships in Illinois, Only one 
of the three was among the candidates pro- 
posed by the Democratic Senator from Illinois, 
Paul H. Douglas. That one, Joseph Sam Perry 
of Wheaton, was also recommended by Scott 
W. Lueas, who lost his Senate re-election race 
last November. 

If Senator Douglas were now te do what 
Harry Truman did when he was in the Senate 
he would oppose the men he did not recom- 
mend. For it was none other than Senator Tru- 
man of Miggouri, who, back in 1938, made a 
speech on the Senate floor opposing Franklin 
D, Roosevelt’s reappointment of the late Mau- 
rice M. Milligan, foe of the Kansas City vote 
corrupters, as United States Attorney in Weat- 
ern Missouri. It was Harry Truman, as a Sena- 
tor, who told the people of Missouri, with re- 
spect to the post of Collector of Internal 
Revenue at St. Louis, that it was “Hannegan 
or nobody!” 

In other words, when Mr. Truman was in the 
Senate he wanted the Senator to control the 
federal appointments in his state. Now that 
he is in the White House, he believes that the 
Senator can be ignored. That is how he hag 
proceeded in Illinois, 

Senator Douglas could, ef course, wage a 
fight on the nominees he did not recommend. 
He perhaps could force the President to with- 
draw them, as Senators Gillette of Iowa and 
George of Georgia forced Mr. Truman to admit 
defeat. In the latter two cases, two Judges on 
the bench, by recess appointment, had to give 
up their seats, 

Would such a fight be a benefit te anyone 
-~or teach anyone, including Harry Truman, 
anything? Would not a hetter course be to 
check the qualifications of the nominees and 
if these choices should make capable, compe 
tent federal judges, permit them to be con- 
firmed and seated? By such a course, Senator

“Girl Crazy,” which opened 
last night at Municipal Opera as 
the sixth production of the sea- 
son, has four clever, catchy songs 
by George and Ira Gershwin, and 
not much else. Its book by 
Guy Bolton and Jack McGowan 
is a good example of the ephe- 
meral lightweight type of musi- 
cal comedy especially admired in 
the 1920s and early ’30s; it sounds 
as if it were penciled on a tabie- 
cloth at a luncheon conference, 
and probably was. 


Three tunes still widely remem- 
bered , “Bidin’ My Time,” “Em- 
braceable You,” and “I- Got 
Rhythm,” and a number of simi- 
lar quality, “But Not for Me,” 
are singable and _ listenable. 
They’re tenacious things, stick 
with you long after the show. 
The lyrics are bright, the smart 
Ira Gershwin talent at its best; 
even though, with any set of sing- 
ers, you never catch more than 
60 per cent of the words, in this 
case you can remember what you 
don’t hear. I wish “Bidin’ My 
Time” were made a solo for a 
personality singer, as much of its 
lazy quality is lost in a chorus. 
Sandra Deel may not be another 
Ethel Merman, but she put plenty 
of raucous vitality into “I Got 
Rhythm,” for the livest vocal per- 
formance of the evening. Byron 
Palmer, the baritone hero, and 
Joy Hodges, as the Western post- 
mistress, seemed intent on sup- 
pressing the verve of “Embrace- 


able You,” but it survived, a hard 
tune to squelch. Miss Hodges did 
much better with “But Not for 
Me,” a torch number. 


The rest of the songs are negli- 
gible, but that’s not a complaint. 
Four hits in a light show 20 and 
25 years ago was double par; 
usually the musical comedy tune- 
smiths of the day stingily doled 
the good songs out two to a show, 
fililng in the rest of the score 
with hack stuff, hoping for funny 
comedians and pretty chorus girls 
to divert the public, and saved 
any surplus tuneful melodies for 
the next musical. However, with 
a book as thin as this one, four 
tunes aren’t enough to fill out an 
evening; things can get pretty 
draggy in between.

ARLINER CRASH LAD 
TO ENGINE. FAURE 


CAB Issues Finding in Acci- 
dent that Cost 28 Lives 
Off Florida Coast. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board yes- 
terday attributed the crash of a 
twin-engined Westair transport 
airliner at sea off the Florida 
East Coast on June 5, 1950, to a 
double engine failure. 

However, CAB said it was 
never possible to establish the 
basic causes of the engine failures 
because the craft sank in one of 
the deepest parts of the Atlantic 
ocean. It could not be recovered 
for examination. 

Twenty-eight of the 62 Puerto 
Rican passengers aboard lost their 
lives in the forced landing. 

The operating permit of Westair 
Transport, operated by Aviation 
Corp. of Seattle, was suspended 
by the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration after the accident, and 
the company is now defending an 
action for revocation of license. 
CAB said in the report that 
the company and-the captain of 
the craft had not complied with 
approved operational procedures, 
and that if there had been such 
compliance, “it is. quite probable 
that many more lives would have 
been saved.” 

CAB said the crew failed to 
open the emergency exits during 
the descent, that seven ten-man 
life rafts were thrown out for the 
passengers but five floated away, 
unused, in the darkness. The re- 
port said also that the flight 
steward had been hired at San 
Juan only a few hours before the 
take-off, and that the passengers,

Lady Bouwer-Smythe walked with me up the big staircase 
and waited with me for the solemn procession of the Speaker, 
og occurred promptly at 11:00, then she shook hands and 
eft. | 
The procession in itself was something to remember. The 
Speaker, in white wig and black gown, black hose and knee 
breeches, preceded by the golden mace and followed by digni- 
taries, slowly entered the hall and made his way toward the 
entrance to Commons. The policemen uncovered; he is the 
only man for whom they remove their helmets. 
Only then was I permitted to go upstairs to sit in the 
gallery of one of the most famous and beautiful rooms in the 


world. Destroyed by incendiary bombs during the war, it has — 


been rebuilt just as it was, a gift from the entire Empire. 

On that dreadful night when all London was ablaze, the 
Germans had scored direct hits on the Houses of Parliament 
and ‘on Westminster Hall. They had chosen a time when the 
tide would be out and the Thames river low.

Called simply “Woody and Vir- 
ginia Klose,” the new show is 
telecast over New York’s WJZ 
and is becoming one of the most 
popular daytime programs in the 
metropolitan area.

O city slickers who’ have 
Niaken an erosion-pocked acre 

or two and built up a phony 
TV.program around it to capitalize 
on the city dweller’s dream of 
someday moving to the country to 
get away from it all, Virginia and 
Woody Klose have spent eight 
years on their farm~-at Red Hook, 
N. Y., not far from Poughkeepsie. 
For three years their “Red Hook 
31” radio program, named for 
their rural ’phone number, was 
broadcast nationally. The new TV 
program is the ofitgrowth of this 
popular radio show. 

Born in St. Louis, the daughter 
of Frank W. Taylor, a former 
managing editor of the Star 
Times, Viriginia says the only 
thing she ever really wanted to 
do in her life was get married and 
raise a family. She regards her 
magazine writing and radio and 
television work simply as side- 
lines. 

“My wife,” laughs Woody Klose, 
“has the greatest gift of gab of 
any woman in the country. But 
unlike most gabby dames, she has 
made her gift of gab pay off.” 

Educated at Maryville College 
in St. Louis and-the Sorbonne in 
Paris, Ginny met Woody Klose 
when he, part-owner of an East 
St. Louis radio station, hired her 
as a news commentator. 

“He paid me $40 a month,” she 
says. “But I got even with him 
by marrying him.” 


Once engaged, Ginny Klose 
promptly quit her job and soon 
after their marriage she and 
Woody moved to New York. As 
program director of WTMV in 
East St. Louis, Woody wrote and 
broadcast his own show, “The 


Family Man,” which was heard by . 


NBC scouts who brought him to 
New York to do the show for a 
nation-wide audience.

It is perfectly evident that none 
of these declarers even considered 
the possibility that West might 
have an eight-card spade suit, but 


exactly why they should have 
ignored this danger is hard to 
explain. Certainly, with the cards 
in sight, they should have been 
rather surprised at having been 
doubled at five clubs! Thus, quite 
aside from West’s rebid of spades, 
they might have realized that 
East must have some good reason 
for his double, and that reason’ 
could scarcely be anything but a 
singleton spade. A sound East 
would not have doubled on dia- 
mond strength, because, with 
South .doubling one heart and 
later bidding clubs, he would be 
marked very short in the diamond 
suit. 


Thus, it would have been far 
shrewder for the declarers to re- 
sist the natural impulse to lead 
trumps and, instead, to cash the 


diamond: ace and ruff a diamond 
for entry to the closed hand. 
Then it could cost nothing to lay 
down the heart ace and discard 
a spade from dummy!

From New York to Nairobi

NAIROBI, Kenya, British East Africa, July 17. 
OMEONE, not I, has said that when you fly extensively 
S ‘you leave your soul behind, and it takes several days for 
it to catch up to you. This is about the only complaint I 
can make about long-distance air travel, which seems to have 


been cleaned up and rewound most amazingly since the early - 


postwar, when schedules were a dirty joke and they used to 
mislay aircraft for days at a time. 

I know I am in Nairobi, anc I know that tomorrow I 
take off on a long safari into the bush, but it seems to me I 
have not yet left New York.. About 10 months ago somebody 
pushed me onto a big TWA Clipper with built-in beds and 
flowers in a vase and free booze for the customers. But it 
must be Nairobi because I am ordering bush jackets and shoes 
and such truck from the local Hindu and the streets are 
jammed with very black people with very white teeth who 
speak 19 grades of jabber.

or else he deémed us poor teachers. 
“But I had nothing to write that would be an improve- 


ment on the text in eeonomics that I had chosen, so I felt 
it was foolish to add another book to the library shelves.

“BESIDES, I regard a teacher as a salesman of ideas. 
And in the commercial world, salesmen don’t manufacture 
their own merchandise. 

“No, engineers and machinists turn out the products that 
the star salesmen handle. But a star salesman deserves as 
much credit as any engineer. 

“For the strategy of taking a roomful of green students 
and changing their casual interest into enthusiastic liking for 
a subject, is the most valuable asset of any professor. 

“Too many profs nowadays can’t develop student enthu- 
siasm for their own classes, probably because they are ‘manu- 
facturers’ rather than educational ‘salesmen.’ 

“Yd rather have my grandchildren taught by a livewire 
professor who stimulated their interest with a missionary zeal 
for his subject matter, than to have them study under a dry. 
author of 100 te::tbooks.”

WHAT WE NEED yh on modern campus is a corps of 
talented educational “salesmen” who know how to make 
courses fascinating. 

Good teachers need never have written a book at all. In 
fact, you will probably find it a rule that textbook authors 
are not as likely to be dynamic, thrilling teachers as those 
men and women who have specialized in the human relations 
aspect of pedagogy. 

A star professor, like a star salesman, should concentrate 
on “selling” knowledge, instead of “manufacturing” textbooks. 

The most progressive universities are beginning to get 
wise to that fact. nowadays, but there is still much room for 
improvement. 

You members of school boards should be sure to empha- 
size classroom teaching ability rather than textbooks when 
you select faculties!

UGITIVE Communist Sidney 
F steinbers—nunted by the FBI

June 20 when the FBI, in a series 
of meticulously-timed raids in 
New York and Pittsburgh, arrest- 
ed 17 persons on the charge of 
conspiracy to advocate the violént 
overthrow of the government. 

Four of the 11 members of the 
“Politburo” — the party’s “first 
team’— jumped bail and disap- 
peared about the same time, as 
they were about to be sent off to 
prison to serve their terms.

Steinberg frequently uses the 
name “Sid Stein.”.

18, 1948, that Steinberg had been 
made assistant to National Labor 
Secretary John Williamson—one 
of the American “politburo” Com- 
munists.

RS I. puts the question 
M biuntiy: “Should my children 

expect their father to be a 
member of the family, or merely 
a star boarder? 

“He is just as responsible for 
his children as I am,” she coen- 
tinues. “But he hustles off to 
work in the morning, leaving me 
to get the kids dressed, fed and 
off to school. Then when he 
comes home at night, he says he 


‘is tired and wants to do nothing 


but read the paper or watch a 
TV program while I get supper, 
do the dishes‘and put the chil- 
dren to bed. By that time I’m 
tired, irritable and out-of-sorts 
myself, but he thinks I should 
then be able to join him in a 
pleasant evening at home, mak- 
ing myself agreeable and enter- 
taining; or that he should go out 
alone after he has had a little 
rest. 
x * * 

“THAT’S NOT family life in 
my opinion, Dr. Popenoe. Haven’t 
I worked as hard all day as my 
husband has? Haven't I a right 
to expect that when he comes 
home he’ll take the kids off my 
hands while I get supper on the 
table, and that he’ll put them to 
bed afterward while I tidy up the 
kitchen? Then we could both en- 
joy a little rest.” 

Your problem arises in several 
million homes every day, Mrs. I. 
Some men don’t want to take 
their share of home work, while 
a few take over too much of it, 
making their wives feel incom- 
petent. I also have had several 
letters recently from men who 
are disabled or otherwise laid up 
at home while their wives go out 
as breadwinners. The husbands 
very graphically describe their 
feelings of frustration and irri- 
tability at the end of the day! 

There must be some general 
principles on which this problem 
can be solved. What are they? 


MANY a husband believes his 
day’s work is done when he comes 
home from the office or shop. 
Many a wife feels that her hus- 
band, after doing a full day’s 
work on his own account should 
come home and do half of her 
work. In marriages where both 
husband and wife are employed, 
many a husband expects to do his 
one job while his wife carries 
two jobs—the one on which she 
punches the time clock and the 
one at home, which never ends. 

It is particularly important for 
you, Mr. I., to have a closer asso- 
ciation with your children. These 
are the years in which they 
should be getting acquainted ‘with 
you. They should be forming 
their patterns of what a husband 
and father is like. Of course you 
are tired when you get home, but 
if you can give a little attention 
to the youngsters before and 
after supper, you'll find it fun 
and relaxation. 

If you don’t know what to do 
with the youngsters, ask your 
public library for some reading 
material on the duties, responsi-

gian Congo are Negroes, but 

many of the natives make 
their living by working for white 
men. 

The Belgian Congo has im- 
portant diamond mines. In a 
recent year miners in this big 
colony brought up thousands of 
diamonds, the total weight being 
above 70 thousand ounces. Congo 
miners also provided in that year 
exports of manganese ore amount- 
ing to 15,000 tons, and 157,000 
tons of copper ore. 

Besides working in mines, na- 
tives are employed in raising cot- 
ton, coffee and cocoa. Some of 
them gather rubber, and others 
cut trees so the logs can be used 
in the lumber industry. 

That may sound as though the 
Belgian Congo is a modern coun- 
try, but it is far from that. White 
men have set the industries going, 
and there are heavy exports in a 
few fields, but the majority of the 
natives follow their old ways of 
life with only a few changes. 

In return for their labor, the 
natives are paid wages. Thanks 
to the cloth which comes in from 
abroad, they have more clothing 
now than ey had in times past.

THERE ARE few cities, and a 
traveler may find a hotel here and 
there. In the city called Leopold- 
ville are more than 35,000 resi- 
dents—about 7000 of them are 
whites.

Your Food Problems 
Attractive Vegetable Plates

éetables on the market becom- 

ing so increasingly numerous 
during the next mecnth, they 
should be featured. As we all 
know, the vegetable plate ‘is a 
popular restaurant specialty. In 
the home kitchen, we can obtain 
generally better quality, but we 
can often take lessons from the 
restaurants in choosing our com- 
binations and giving our plates ‘or 
platters ay attractive appearance. 
It is a good idea to choose a 
central item first. This may be a 
baked potato broken open, dotted 
with butter and sprinkled with 
paprika or minced parsley.

It may well be 
a custard cup filled with a good 
sauce for dressing one or more of 
the vegetables as desired. Instead, 
it might be strips of crisp broiled 
bacon that go so well with vege- 
tables. Stuffed halved eggs also 
make a good center, and might be 
garnished with a fillet of anchovy.
